RUMORED THAT TURKISH

Debris Catches Fire and Number 


People are Thought to Have

Eight Hundred Men are Searching the Ruins Today 


for Bodies—City is Under Martial Law and 


Militiamen Patrol the Streets—-Fifty 


Bodies Have Been Recovered. 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 2.—Under tjie direction of the state 


police and health authorities, order was finally secured 
today out of the wild excitement which has followed the 
destruction of this town by the giving way Saturday aft- 
ernoon of the Bayless paper mill's dam. 


In a heavy rain which has swelled the stream of 


Freeman's run, the search for bodies continues. 
The 


number of dead is today variously estimated from 100 to 
200. Most of the victims have been identified. 


The town is now under martial law with 100 state 


police and a company of the Eighth militia on duty. Sev- 
eral persons have been driven insane from the horrors 
they have been forced to witness and hundreds are under 


'—-the most severe nervous stram momeBtarily - expecting 


word of the finding of the dead bodies of their relatives. 


Having recovered from the first shock of the disas- 


ter, on every hand the citizens are demanding prosecu- 
tion of the ones who may be responsible for the bursting 
of the huge dam which precipitated 500 million gallons of 
water into the valley. 


An organization for a systematic search of the ruins 


for bodies of drowned and fire victims has now been per- 
fected. Headed by Dr. Dixon of the state board of health, 
800 men are searching the ruined homes. The total num- 
ber of bodies so far recovered is 50. The estimate of the 
number of dead remains unchanged. Many of the vil- 
lagers who escaped death in the flood, stated today that 
the dam was known to be weak and that the company 
had many times promised to strengthen it. 


The district attorney of Potter county will call an in- 


quest to determine the responsibility for the flood disas- 
ter either Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Engineers, who ex- 


amined the dam at the time of the first break several 
years ago will be the chief witnesses for the state. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 2.—G-overnor John K. Tener 


returned to thirf city today and afi once started an investi- 
gation of the disaster at Austin. The governor is now in 
conference with members of the water commission and a 
plan of action is expected to be adopted this afternoon. 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 2.-—More than 200 of the people of 


this town of 3,200 are dead and uncounted numbers are 
hopelessly maimed because of a flood that broke from be- 
hind the huge dam above the town and swept down the 
valley Saturday afternoon. 


It was shortly after 2 o'clock in the afternoon when 


the huge dam of the Bayless Pulp & Paper Co-, gave way. 
Within a half minute the more than five hundred million 
gallons of water held in leash behind the dam was tear- 
ing through ^he valley like a sea let loose. Everything 
went before it, and the few who escaped unhurt were 
those so fortunate as to have been on the edge of the 
town, whence they could flee to the high land. 


Entire families were snuffed out in several cases. In 


others it was the father, the mother or the children. 
Among those who saved their lives many have lost every 
cent in money or property they owned. The Johnstown 
flood of 1889 is believed to be the only similar disaster in 
recent history that exceeded the horror that, has fallen 
upon this place. 


The storage dam of the Bayiess Pulp Paper Co. was 


in reality a small lake. It was 530 feet wide from hillside 
to hillside and extended about half a mile up the valley, 
being fed by Freeman run which passes down through 
Austin and joins Sinne Mahoning creek near Uostello. 
The dam itself was forty-nine feet high at its breast, that 
depth of water gradually decreasing to the point where 
it started a half mile up the valley. 


It has been known for two years that the dam was 


unsafe.

In the opinion of the Italian govern- 
ment, Turkey proposed negotiations 
on the subject at the last moment, 
aiming to postpone the whole ques- 
tion, knowing that later the condition 
along the coast of Tripoli would ren- 
der the operation of landing troops 
impossible.

PASSES AWAY AT 


JUMA HOSPITAL 


Death came us a merciful riefief to 


the sufferings of Ora Sheypard, aged 
19, Saturday morning; at 
the 
City 


Hospital in Lima after he Lad remain- 
ed in a semi-conscious condition fol- 
lowing a fall Thursday afternoon in 
which the viothn's back was broken. 


At the time of his death lie was un- 


conscious and his passing away was 
peaceful. 
It was his 
wish 
that he 


should die. after he learned that his 
recovery would leave him a cripple 
for the rest of his life. 


"1 would rather die now than to re- 


cover partially and be a burden to my 
relatives for the rest of my life," said 
Sheppard to the doctors and nurses at 
the hospital when he was told that his 
recovery would leave him a cripple. 


Ora 
Sheppard was 
a resident of 


Newark and has relatives here. 
He 


was employed at the 
Heisey 
glass 


factory for several months prior to his 
departure for Lima last week. He had 
been in Lima less than 24 hours when 
he met with the accident that resulted 
later in his death. 


A special from Lima to the Advo- 


cate, gives the following particulars of 
the accident: 


The accident occurred in a grove a 


short distance trom the northwestern 
boundary of the city. 
Sheppard and 


his nephew, Albert Tyhursl, 
age 13. 


had gone to the grove to gather nuts. 


He had climbed into a. tall hickor\ 


tree and was in the top, probably 41 
feet from the ground when a limit on 
which he was standing broke and he 
was hurled through the branches to 
the ground. His fall was unbroken. 


He landed feet first and fell back 


wards where he lay motionless on the 
ground. When the nephew saw that 
he was helpless he ran some distance 
to a slaughter house wheie he asked 
for help. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and he was taken to the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Tyhursl. Later IK 
was removed to the hospital where his 
injuries were pronounced fatal.

THE TRUE CHURCH LOCATED, 


Great Preacher and Harmonizer De- 


fine* the Real Christian—Says He Is 
Not Made by Denominational Rites, 
but by Taking Up the Cross and Fol- 
lowing Jesus—All Who Desire to 
Serve God Will Receive the Divine 
Blessing and Enter the 
Promised 


Land—Academy of Music Crowded. 


B r o o k lyn, N. 


y., Oct 1.—Pas- 
tor 
R u s s e l l 


preached this aft- 
ernoon In Brook- 
lyn's largest and 
f i n e B t Audito- 
rium, which was 
crowded to hear 
his discourse on 
"Which 
is the 


True Church?" It 
may not be strict- 
ly true to say 
that everyone in 


the large audience went home fully 
satisfied that he had located the one 
true Church to which the Bible con- 
tinually refera. It is not too much to 
assert, however, that the vast major- 
ity of those who heard were both 
pleased and convinced. No really 
great man Is without his enemies, but 
it may surely be said that Pastor Rus- 
sell is gaining many friends through- 
out the Christian world every week 
through the widespread reports of his 
sermons. 
The text for the occasion 


was, "The Church of the First-Borns, 
whose names are written, in heaven." 
—Hebrews xii, 23. 


Church of Christ One—Not Many 
He adverted to the Scriptural rec- 


ords which refer to the Church of 
Christ as one, not as many. Pastor 
Russell declared that in this matter 
the Church of Rome and the Church 
of England hold aloof from many 
Protestant denominations. Tbey claim 
that to recognize them as churches 
would be unscrlptural, since there is 
but one Church of the Living God. 
The various Protestant denominations 
started out \vith similar views, similar 
theories, though today they have aban- 
doned them. The Church of England 
formed an organization separate from 
that of Rome, believing that the for- 
mer had been the one true Church but 
had departed from the faith, and that 
it was the duty of the faithful to rec- 
ognize her as Babylon, confusion. 


The claim to be the true Church they 


applied to themselves. Similarly, Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Congregational- 
ists, Adventists, Disciples, etc., have 
withdrawn, and many of these origi- 
nally claimed to be the one true, loyal, 
faithful Church of Christ 
Today, 


however, the ..pendulum has swung to 
the other side. Moreover, the narrow- 
ness of the past is rapidly giving way. 
All are learning that to be a Christian 
means more than merely to be im- 
mersed; more than merely to be sprin- 
kled; more than merely to believe in 
the doctrine of Election; more than 
merely to believe in the doctrine of 
Free Grace; more than to believe In 
the doctrine of Transubstantiation or 
Consubstantlatlon. With this enlarge- 
ment of mind Christians are Indeed In 
danger of losing sight of the fact that 
the True Church is the custodian of 
"the faith once delivered to the saints" 
—which acknowledges "one Lord, one 
Fa eh, one. Baptism, one God and Fa- 
thj • of all, and one Church of the liv- 
Inj God." 


j One Church In Many Churches 
1 \e key to the situation is found in 


our Lord's words: "Not all that say 
unto Me, Lord, Lord, shall enter Into 
the Kingdom of heaven;" not all who 
call themselves Christians, with one 
denominational tag or another, are 
members of the ono Church, the Church 
of the First-borns, mentioned In our 
text As good, rich milk is sometimes 
called cream, so all the members of 
Christian denominations aro sometimes 
called Christiana—In a complimentary 
sense, because not -unsympathetic with 
true Christian principles. 
Neverthe- 


less, only those in all denominations 
who have conformed to the conditions 
required of Christian dlsclpleship, the 
saintly 
ones, constitute the 
True 


Church—"Tho Church of the First- 
born, whose names are written in 
heaven." 


If wo had a box of sawdust and scat- 


tered through it a paper of tacks un- 
til the latter were quite hidden from 
view, surrounded and covered in the 
sawdust, we know that we could take 
a mngnet and, by passing it to and 
fro amongst tho sawdust, tho magnet 
would attract to Itself overy tacit. 


The tacks of this illustration repre- 


sent a small class of humanity, zealous 
nt heart for God nnd righteousness. 
The magnet represents the Gospel in- 
vitation which Is now passed up nnd 
down, hither nnd thither throughout 
tho civilized world, and to some ex- 
tent. Into tho heathen world. 


When wo convince our hearers that 


tho non-elect of this Age nro not doom- 
ed to eternal torment, but will havo a 
blessing of Inferlpr degree to that of 
"the elect," the effect should bo to 
right our minds and to cause us to 
ihlnk carefully nnd critically of the 
itrinffent terms of disdpleshlp which 


fbj!> Bible lays dowu oa conditions for 
membership in the one true Church. ) 


Heretofore, with the false thought ( 


in mind that all except the Church 
would 
be 
• eternally tormented, 
we 


have all shrunk from making any rea-, 
sonuble application of the Scriptural, 
texts regarding salntshlp. dlseipleship, 
the becoming members of the Church 
of the First-born. This was partly be- 
cause ot fear for ourselves, lest we 
might not come up to the standard of, 
Baiutship, but especially was It be- 
cause of our realization that the great 
mass of humanity in Christendom, as 
well as in heathen lands, came far 
short of the terms of dlsclpleship laid 
down In God's Word. Today the mat- 
ter comes close home to us all, for we 
realize that many who were very near 
and dear to us have died outside of 
the nominal church, and far outside 
the special line of conditions ' which 
marked the Church of the First-born. 


Amongst other texts cited by the 


Pastor as showing the exclusive and 
high standard 'of the elect Church, we 
note the following: "If any man will 
be My disciple, let him take up his 
cross and follow me; and where I am 
there shall My disciple be also;" "To 
him that overcometh will I grant to 
sit with Me in My Throne;" "Strait 
is the gate and narrow is the way 
that leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find it" (Luke ix, 23; Matthew 
vil, 14); "Let us lay aside every weight 
and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us, and let us run with patience the 
race set before us" (Hebrews xli, 1); 
"If these things be In you and abound 
[the graces of the Holy Spirit] they 
will make you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor un fruitful, in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord, * * * for so an en- 
trance shall be ministered unto you 
abundantly into the everlasting King- 
dom of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ."—II Peter i, 8, 11. 


Looking Through the Type 


St. Paul informs us that all the vari- 


ous features of the Jewish Law were 
types of still higher, still bettei 
things. In our text the expression, 
"Church of the First-born," has ref- 
erence to a type Instituted in the vers 
beginning of Israel's history, when 
God brought that people, by the hand 
of Moses, the Mediator of the Law 
Covenant, out of the land of Egypt 
To this type the Apostle refers in his 
expression, "The Church of the First 
born." 
The entire nation of Israel 


twelve tribes, God had separated from 
the other nations to represent those 
who would be a blessing to all othei 
nations, under the Abrahamic Cove 
nant 
God's oath to Abraham was 


"In thy Seed shall all the families ol 
the earth be blessed." 


Pharaoh, King of Egypt, was hold 


ing back the nation from going into 
Palestine, the Land of Promise. 
One 


chastisement after another failed tc 
move him to submission until finallj 
an Intense calamity availed. 
The 


tenth plague was the- smiting of the 
first-born of Egypt, while the Israel 
ites were protected, thus showing DI 
vine interest In and care "over Israel 
Their first-born were miraculously pre- 
served—to represent In type the Churcl; 
of the First-born. 
The true Church 


of Christ are not all that will be saved 
in the Divine Program, but merely, as 
St. James says, "These are a kind ol 
first-fruits unto God of His creatures' 
(James I, 18; Revelation xiv, 4). The 
after-fruits will come In due time 
under the further development of the 
Divine Plan of the Ages—as the resul 
of Messiah's reign of a thousand 
years. 


.Some time after their deliverance 


from Egypt, by Divine direction, the 
first-borns of all the families and tribes 
of Israel were exchanged, person by 
person, for the one tribe of Levi. The 
Levites 
thereafter 
represented 
the 


First-born of the Church—they alone 
represented the first-borns of Israe 
passed over In that night Subsequent 
ly the tribe of Levi became the in 
structors of the nation in religious mat 
ters and from them was chosen one 
family for the Priesthood—Aaron am 
his sons. 


The Scriptural picture is plain. In 


the antitype we are still In the night o: 
passing over. Soon the Morning of the 
New Dispensation, under Messiah' 
reign, will begin, and all desirous oi 
serving God and having His blessings 
will be delivered from the oppressin 
power of Satan nnd his hosts, typified 
by Pharaoh and his army. 
God In 


tends to deliver the whole world from 
Satan's power. Satan shall be bound 
for a thousand years, during Messiah's 
reign, and Is ultimately to be destroy 
ed, and the people of God—all who de- 
sire to worship the Lord and to onto 
Into the glorious Land of Promise- 
will be led forth. 
The first-born o 


these is the Church of this Gospel Age 
which will be associated with Chris 
In His heavenly Kingdom—"the Churcl 
of the First-borns, whose names an 
written In heaven." 


Priests and Levites Antityplcal 


The entire tribe of Levi was specially 


consecrated to the Lord, and specially 
separate from the other tribes and wa; 
given no Inheritance in the land. Thu 
the entire Church of Christ are begot 
ten of the Holy Spirit to a superior 
heavenly nature; they will have no in 
heritance with mankind In general in 
the earthly blessings—restitution to hu 
man perfection and participation In th 
blessings of the world-wide Eden t 
be. The promise under which they ar 
no^v being developed is a heavenly 
spiritual one. Their change will be 
glorious one from earthly nature to t 
heavenly nature—they will all be Ilk 
Christ. "They will neither marry no 
be given in marriage, but will [in this 
bo like unto the angels; neither cai 
they dlo any more." 


But as from amongst those first 


boras of Israel tho family of Aaron 
was selected to be the priests, so from 
this Church of the First-borns God 
«!iows us that Tie is selecting n Royal 


Priesthood—a "little 'flocX"- ' Aaron 
aud his sons were few In comparison 
to all the tribe of Levi, so only a 
saintly few expect to attain to glory, 
honor and Immortality with Christ 
These are referred to iu the Scriptures 
as "members of the Body of Christ," 
even as the uuder-priests, Aaron's 
sous, in the type, were members of 
Aaron. Under another beautiful fig- 
ure this Priestly few are styled the 
Bride of Christ," and His joint-heirs 
In His Kingdom and work. 


Chosen to Bless the People 


As these 
Levites, 
including the 


priests, were elected, or selected, for 
he purpose of being the Instructors of 
Israel, so we perceive the Scriptures 
to teach that the Church of the First- 
>orn, when glorified, will be associ- 
ated with Messiah in His great work 
of blessing and instructing all the peo- 
ple—all the families of the earth. The 
cuowledge of the Lord at that time 
will be made known to all mankind; 
all the blind eyes shall be opened and 
all the deaf ears shall be unstopped. 
All the Levite class will share In the 
work of blessing, which the Lord for 
10 
many 
centuries 
has 
declared 


through the mouth of all the holy 
Prophets. 


The merit of the death of Jesus, the 


Just for the unjust, when applied on 
behalf of the whole world, will be 
efficacious for the cancelling of the 
sins of the world, and their full re- 
conciliation to the Father. 
It will 


be Divine mercy, however, which will 
prevent mankind from being at once 
turned over directly to the Father, as 
soon as the satisfaction for their sins 
shall have been tendered and accepted 
at the close of this Age of dealing with 
the Church. Instead a New Law Cove- 
nant will be sealed and made operative 
with Israel, and undfer that New Cove- 
nant the whole world will be privi- 
leged to come into relationship with 
Messiah and the blessings of His King- 
dom, 
which will represent to them Di- 


vine mercy, power and opportunity for 
returning to human perfection and an 
everlasting, earthly home—or, rejecting 
this grace, they will die the Second 
Death, from which there will be no 
recovery. 


The effect of the New Covenant will 


be to bring the willing and obedient 
of all the people of earth fully back 
into harmony with God; and this, at- 
tained at the end of Messiah's reign 
of a thousand years, will prepare the 
way for the surrender of everything 
to the Heavenly Father, that He may 
bo all in all. aiid that the "world there- 
after may be dealt with as perfect be- 
ings, along the lines of absolute justice 
and without any further need of a 
Mediator or other merciful provisions. 


The Pith of the Argument. 


This Is the pith of St. Paul's argu- 


ment in our text and context 
He 


points us down to the consummation 
of this Age—to the time when the 
Church of the First-born shall be com 
pleted on the plane of glory—to the 
time when Israel and the world o 
mankind will, reach the place where 
God will Introduce the New Covenant 
typified In the Law Covenant 
As the 


latter was Introduced by the shaking 
of Sinai, in a general time of darkness 
thus, the Apostle intimates, the New 
Covenant is about to be inaugurated, 
in the end of this Age, by a time of 
most awful trouble, of which that a 
Sinai was merely a symbolic picture 
or type. God's voice then shook the 
earth, but In the antitype He wil 
shake everything that can,, be shaken 
Things which are absolutely just, true 
and righteous will remain unshaken 
and we, the Church of the First-born 
the antitypical Priesthood, will receive 
a Kingdom which cannot be shaken. 


The True Church's Glory 


In the past we failed to see who 


would be members of the true Churcl 
because our eyes of understanding 
were beclouded by error. 
Similarly 


we have failed to see the grandeur 
the honor and blessing which God ha 
promised shall be the portion of the 
one true Church, the "little flock.' 
We mixed heavenly things with earth 
ly things. We confounded the blessing 
of Restitution to human perfection anc 
an earthly Eden with the spiritua 
blessing. We appropriated to ourselves 
the promises made to the faithful o: 
Israel, that they should "build house: 
and Inhabit them, and plant vineyard: 
and eat the fruit of them, and shoulc 
long enjoy the work of their bonds.' 
In general we were confused. 


Now as we come to see God's grea 


Plan and the different features of thi 
same, we are able to discriminate and 
to apply properly the Scriptures relat 
ing to each class. The Royal Priest 
hood are to be joint-heirs with the Re- 
deemer, partakers of the divine na 
tare and sharers of their Lord's glory 
honor and Immortality. (Romans ii, 7. 
The larger company, symbolized by al 
the Levites, aside from the family o 
Aaron, are to be the honored servant 
of the Royal Priesthood; and the worl( 
of mankind aro to have the gloriou 
opportunities and blessings of earthly 
restitution. 


Only the consecrated and spirit-be- 


gotten can have any share in the selec 
tion and salvation now in progress 
and these must all be tested as to loy 
alty to God, to the Truth, and to th 
spirit of righteousness and the splrl 
of love. The "little flock," the priestly 
few who are to share the dlelne na 
ture, will be composed of such as hav 
demonstrated their loyalty to the Lori 
most satisfactorily. They will :oe cop 
Jos of His dear Son, their Redeeme 
nnd Lord. 
This is the one, tru 


Church. To membership In It is ou 
"high calling." The spirit which ev 
ery member of it must have Is tb 
Tloly Spirit 
The faith accepted by

The curtain of night which

was lifted by dawn Sunday, revealing 
a ghastly scene of death and destruc- 
tion.

Austin itself, Saturday a busy mill 


town of 3000 persons, many of whom 
were enjoying the fine autumn after- 
noon as a Saturday half holiday, is 
only a ghost of a town, today. 


Torn to pieces by water and eaten 


by fire, the wet and charred 
rerrP 


nants of its buildings, believed to 
hold the bodies of 300 or more per- 
sons, were strewn along the valley 
edge, piled in rows where the main 
street business section was, or swept 
in scattered masses far down the ra- 
vine. 


Spectators, many of whom barely 


escaped being victims of the disaster, 
and hundreds' of persons from sur- 
rounding towns looked down 
from 


the steep hillsides on Austin 
and 


Costello through a veil of fog yester- 
day morning to see 
the wreckage 


here of some 400 houses, a -score of 
business blocks, three 
churches and 


several large lumber and other mills, 
and three miles further down 
the 


river, at Costello, the ruins of more 
than 50 buildings. 


The flood did not spend its force 


until it raced for more than 10 miles 
from the reseivoir. 
Wharton, still 


further on, suffered somewhat, but is 
practically intact. • The loss of life 
at Costello, where the residents had 
more warning, is1 believed to be but 
three. 


The property loss in the valley is 


estimated at upward of $6,000,000. 
In Austin, out of the hundreds di- 
rectly enveloped in the deluge, hard- 
ly a dozen survive. The furious flood 
let loose when the Bayless Paper and 
Pulp Company's dam crumbled Sat- 
urday afternoon, picked up a huge 
battery of hea\y timber in the mill 
yards at the foot of the dam and, 
with these thousands of planks and 
logs, rammed its path with terrible 
havoc. 
At the hospital Sunday there were 


but six injuicd for the care of the 
small army of physicians and nurses 
who poured into the devasted town, 
all night and (Jay. The medical sup- 
plies remained unused in the cars 
rushed here by the 
railroads. 
The 


state constabulary arrived Sunday af- 
ternoon and took charge of the situ- 
ations, which seemed too appalling 
for the local committee. 


Immediately orders were issued to 


the railroads to bring no more sight- 
seers to Austin, and sentinels were 
placed on tho chief roadways 
with 


instructions to pass none but work- 
men. 
Hundrodh of automobiles and 


carriages were lurncd back. 


During the night searching parties 


with engine headlights, automobile 
lamps, pine toiches and lanterns of 
every sort, pokod their way into ev-

but scarcely a body was found_ in 
which life was not extinct. The night 
had been one of hardship and hor- 
ror which severely tested the mettle 
of the men whom circumstances had 
pressed into first-aid rescuers of the 
flood-devastated village. 
Men who shuddered at the touch of 


the dead at the outset indifferently 
searched mangled bodies for papers 
of identification ere they had been 
long at work 
in the 
debris.

corpse among so many did not seem 
ghastly, but the first sensation was 
appalling.

Austin, Pa., Oct. 2.—One heroins' 


of the horror is Pauline Lyons, ope- 
rator in the Central exchange. Hun- 
dreds of refugees 
shivering on the 


hills are blessing her name today. 


"The dam has broken." This was 


the brief warning she shouted into 
Austin's 
homes, and, facing death, 


still further flashed the same terri- 
ble news to the little town of Cos- 
tello, two miles below. 
In another 


moment waters had closed over both 
towns. 


Thankful that her life was spared, 


but horror-stricken with what 
she 


had witnessed, Miss Lyons was found 
Sunday afternoon among other refu- 
gees.

down and the hre bell in the to\\n 
was sounded continuously. She then 
hushed to the street, screaming the 
warning cry, "The dam has burst!"

The policeman's dog was a yellow stray cur which Officer Casey 


had fed and adopted. Officer Casey was the policeman of the town, who was 
Tory much liked by the little boys. Policeman Casey, for all his beautiful 
brass buttons and fine uniform, was never too proud to talk to the young- 
sters along his post who waited every morning to have a chat with him. 


"Well, the policeman says"—Officer Casey being a friend of Jack's the 


news was likely to be true—"that Sturupie caught a burglar last night that 
would have got away but for the dog." 


"Stumple ought to be put on the police force," agreed daddy. 
"Dogs can't be policemen," Jackie answered. 
"Can't, eh? TS'ell, just you take a trip to Belgium, where most of the 


work of the country Is done by the dogs. They draw the carts that go about 
the town peddling milk, fruits aud vegetables. They draw the farmer's stock 
to town. They are harnessed to mills so that they may turn churns or raise 
water from wells. In the old city of Ghent, which has many canals and 
docks where tramps and roughs gather, they form the real police force. No 
evildoer gets away from them. The dogs are trained to arrest naughty per- 
sons. For Instance, If a boy was seen to take something slyly from a stand 
or shop without paying and then hurry away, the dog would go after him 
and hold him until the city policeman came along. If a man was seen to 
knock another man down, the dog would be likely to make for the man who 
struck the blow. Every Ghent policeman has one of the doss at his heels. 
"When a. prisoner tries to get away from the officer the dog comes to the aid 
of bis friend the policeman. It isn't the least use for any one to run away, 
for the police dogs are great strong creatures that can run faster and farther 
than any man. They are able to climb fences at least nine feet tall and 
jump so high after any one trying to escape up a tree that they are soon 
dragged to the ground. 


"These police dogs are trained to warn persons when their houses are on 


fire. The keen nosed dogs scent smoke afar and will rush to a building, ring 
the bell or open the latch and dash into the hotise, barking loudly to give the 
alarm. 


"Besides all this, they are life savers. Many a dro-wning child or man 


has been pulled from the water by these brave beasts, whose cleverness is in 
lo'me Hnes cre&*«r than that of the human policeman."

SEASICK PROOF STEAMER ARRIVES, 


S. S- VICTORIA LUISE, EQUIPPED WITH FRAHM ANTI-ROLLING 


TANKS. 


New Tork, Oct. 2.—The first great 


steamer to be equipped with the Frahm 
anti-rolling- tank, the Victoria Luise 
of the Hamburg-American line, arrived 
from Hamburg this morning with 531 
cabin passengers. In a rough sea this 
device has reduced the rolling of the 
steamer from sixteen degrees from the 
vortical to three degrees, thus Insuring 
comfort to the poorest sailors. The de- 
vice consists of two TJ shaped tanks 
partially filled with water, extending 
the entire width of the ship, so con- 
trived that the water flows in the op- 
posite direction to the rolling of the 
vessel. The ship so equipped is said 
to carry its own waves, which tend 
to neutralize its motion and hold the 
decks in-a horizontal position. 


In the graceful lines and imposing 


row of stacks of the new arrival the 
harbor recognized the fleet steamshln. 


Deutschland, until recently the holder 
of the blue ribbon of the sea. The Vic- 
toria Luise has been remodeled to 
sail exclusively as a cruising steamer. 
Her hull has been painted white, al- 
though her four great funnels retain 
their yellow color. 
The promenade 


deck has been extended from one end 
tc the other, a distance of 665 feet 
thus affording the largest and most 
luxurious promenade afloat. 
A clear 


deck space is thus provided more than 
a quarter of a mile in length, cover- 
ing 29,385 feet. 
Since the Victoria 
Luise will carry no freight, her cabina 
have been made spacious and commo- 
dious. The Victoria Luise Is undoubt- 
edly the largest and most luxurious 
cruising steamer in the world.

lowing November a cruise around the 
world.

N ANY well organized business the bead 


of the firm can tell in an Instant what 


has been the proflt or loss on th« handling 
of any particular article. 
Fifty years ago 


this was not true, but as competition in- 
creased, the desire for maximum profits de- 
manded that the initial cost be decreased to 
Us lowest possible point. 
To attain this 


end It was necessary that strict cost ac- 
counts be kept, so that the manufacturer 
might 
study his business 
and eliminate 


.needless expense. 


A few farmeis are beginning to realize 


this same thing in their business and are 
Inaugurating systems that will give them 
Information as to the relative proflt on any 
crop that they grow 
Enough are not doing 


BO, however; every farmer in the country 
should keep some kind of recoid of his farm- 
Ing operations. 
Especiallj should this be 


true of the dairy faimer In the handling of 
the cows and their products. Here the farm- 
er has his raw material In the crops; he 
has his factory in the cow, and he has his 
finished product in his milk and butter. 
Why should he not keep an account of the 
yield and cost of that finished product? 


THE VALUE OF MILK RECORDS 


The keeping of milk records has a four- 


fold value. First, they form the only safo 
and reliable method by -which the -worth of 
a cow maj be estimated. Even the most ex- 
pert cattle judge cannot go Into a sales 
img and invaiiably pick out the best ani- 
mals merely by outside phjsical examina- 
tion. In breeding up a herd, particularly a 
grade herd, the dairyman should have con- 
stantlj In mind the Idea of reaching some 
definite point 
To do this he must cull out 


all the poor, unprofitable animals and fill 
their places with animals that can prove 
their \alue. In the handling of pure-bred 
herds, animals must have records behind 
them, else It Is almost Impossible to find a 
buyer, as owners of pure-bred herds Insist 
on all animals being producers. 


The second value of milk records lies In 


the assistance that they may be to the 
feeder. Men vv ho have made any study at 
all of the feeding proposition understand 
that a cow, to do her most economical work, 
must be fed in some definite proportion to 
her milk yield 
An Instance Illustrative of 


how some men are feeding cows without 
reference to milk j ield was brought to my 


attention only a few weeks ago. This man 
had been feeding each of his twenty-five 
cows eleven and a half pounds of grain a 
day, regardless of whether they were giving 
a large or bmall flow of milk. Had he fed 
his grain In proportion to milk yield—say, 
one pound of grain to every three pounds 
of milk—it would have meant a saving: of 
six pounds on each cow, or in a month's 
time a money saving of over $60. Some will 
say that such a cut in grain would have 
seriously affected the milk yield. I doubt It 
Experiment stations and men of much prac- 
tical experience agree that a cow can us* 
economically about one pound of grain to 
three pounds of milk when she has. In addi- 
tion, enough roughage to satisfy mainte- 
nance requirements. Grain fed above that 
amount Is usually put on the cow's back In 
the form of fat 
Keep milk records, then, 


and feed the animals according to their 
productive abilities. 


A third value of milk records is In the de- 


tection of poor, slipshod -work on the part 
of the milker. Those who have had any 
experience in getting help for the dairy 
barn realize that it la extremely haid to 


get a milker -who has pride enough In his 
•work to keep his .ows at their maximum 
yield by thoroughly milking them out at each 
sitting. One of the beet things that I know 
of to meke the milkers do careful work ia a 
chart showing the daily variations In the 
amount of milk obtained by the different 
milkers. It inspires competition; In (act. 
I have seen it inspire so much competition 
that an occasional milker has "padded" his 
figures so that his cows might show up as 
well as the others. 
Such dishonesty, of 
course, may be easily stopped by Insisting 
that the total weights at the milkhouse must 
check up with the totals obtained at the 
barn. 


The last value of the milk record. buft 
not the least, by any means, lies In the in- 
spiration to do better that it affords the 
owner of the herd. It has been noticed that 
on those farms where records are being kept 
the quality of the cattle Is better, more pure 
breds are purchased. Increased thought ia 
given to the comfort and sanitary stabling 
of the animals and the farmer and his fam- 
ily take more Interest In their home and in 
their work. 


To have records that mean anything: at 
the end of the year It is necessary to ob- 


serve two things—first, that they be simple 
and easily kept, and second, that they be 
accurate indication of the oow's ability. 


It -would be folly of the worst kind to 


ask farmers to keep a complicated »et of 
records. 
Such records are not necessary 


and would require a needless expenditure of 
time. All that ia needed I* a. thirty-pound 
•cole, with « movable pointer to balance 
the weight of the pall; a milk sheet, with 
a apace for the night and morning'* tnUk 
for each cow for thirty days, and a pencil. 
Place these In a convenient position, BO that 
the least possible time ia required In going 
to and from the scale* and milk sheet. This 
weighing can be done much more quickly 
than la usually imagined, it having been 
the writer's experience that from one-fourth 
to three-fourths of a minute dally a cow 
is ample to weigh and record the yields 
for each milking. 


Where the milk is used for butter mak- 
ing it ia best to take a small portion of 
milk from each milking for two day* to the 
middle of the month, mix them together and 
test this composite for fat content 
The 
sampling will take little additional time, and 
the test for fat may be made in an hour or 
two on a rainy day. With the weight of 


milk and the percentage ot fat It ta S-Terj 
simple matter to figure the value of the 
production for the month. 


Unless record* be accurate and relfebU 


they are of absolutely no value. We can- 
not weigh and test the milk one month, then 
skip a month or two and - -t all over 
again, Cowa are animals and. like all ani- 
mals, have varying Individualities. , Borne 
may give a large amount of milk ror a few 
months and be dry for the nut of the year. 
Others may give only a medium yield, but 
show such persistency that their year's rec- 
ord may far outclass the larger record that 
was node for only a few month*. These 
cow* are the one* that we wish to learn 
about,-and to do so it ia necessary that the 
record be kept for the year. To be still 
more complete, records should contain a 
brief statement of food consumed and it* 
cost. BO that by a little arithmetic the proflt 
or loss may be quickly computed. 


When we consider the small outlay for 
apparatus and the little tuna necessary to 
keep records of the coWs work. It Is truly 
surprising that every dairy farmer In the 
country Is not making that small expend- 
iture for the sake of knowing -where he 
stands In the handling of his stock. 


CARE OF PASTURES 


BY A. M. TEN EYCK,

HE productiveness of any pasture grass 
will be very much reduced by continued 


close grazing, for the leaves are the lungs 
And stomach- of the plant. 
In the leaves 


carbon and water from the air and mineral 
plant food elements from the soil are brought 
together, and, In the presence of sunshine, 
chloropb.3'11 and life-giving o-^ygen the com- 
plex products are made which sustain the 
life of the plant and cause growth. The bad 
results of close grazing- are especiallv no- 
ticeable In a dry season, but too close grazing 
at any time weakens the -vitality of the 
plants so that they may not start Quickly 
and vigorously In the spring. 
Grass should 


not as a rule, be pastured the season it is 
sown. If the season has been very favorable 
and if the grass has grown luxuriantly, it 
may be pastured lightly in the autumn. Close 
or late grazing should be carefully avoided, 
because the young plants need their green 
leaves in order to produce a vigorous root 
growth. 


Grass becomes less paltable to stock as It 


matures and forms seed. In order to main- 
tain a fresh, vigorous growth, tame-grass 
pastures should be mowed before the seed- 
heads mature. It is advisable also to mow 
permanent pastures once or twice a. year to 
prevent the seeding of weeds and to destroy 
buck; brush, or other plants that are likely 
to start In places where grass has become 
thin 
Grasses In permanent pastures or 


meadows require more care than those that 
are grown In rotation with other crops. It 
is advisable to reseed permanent pastures 
occasionally. 
They must also be fertilized 


with manure or chemical fertilizers in order 
to maintain 
their productiveness. 
Occa- 


sionally It is advisable to cultivate such 
grass lands by disking and harrowing early 
in the spring. 
The reseedmg and manur- 


ing should come preferably at the time of 
cultivation. 


It ii a -very common practice in Kansas 


to burn off the prairie pasture in the spring. 
In the judgment of the writer this is a use- 
less practice, for by dividing the range and 
by careful management as suggested above, 
It is possible to keep the pastures grazed 
down sufficiently so that they will not re- 
quire burning. 
"While a heavy growth of 


dead grass In a pasture is 
objectiona- 


ble, 
a mixture of 
old 
and 
new grass 


may be preferable to 
new grass alone 


for 
early spring pasture. 
When cattle 


are changed abruptly from 
dry 
feed to 


young, green grass, the too-great laxative 
often causes scouring and the cattle fre- 
quently lose In weight for a few weeks. This 
check in growth may be largely avoided bv 
a juidicious mKms of dry feed and green 
feed, such as may occur If a short growth 
of dead grass remains in the pasture 
It is 


not advisable to burn a part of the pasture 
and to leave a part unburned. smce the 
[stock will then feed mainly on the burned 
portion, grazing the young- grass very close- 
,ly. 
This may result in permanent injury 


-jto the pasture, or at least may result In de- 
[creasing the amount of grazing for the single 
iseasoiL 
f 


, 
GRASS AS SOIL-IMPROVER 


BY A. M. TEN EYCK,

F 


ORMERLY the chief crop of the west- 


ern plains was grass, and grass IB still 


one of the most important crops of the 
west On the hills and uplands, -where noth- 
ing else will grow, buffalo grass thrives, fur- 
nislilng pasture for great herds of cattle. 
In the valleys and more favored locations 
blues tern and other native prairie grasses 
.^grow readily, producing thousands of tons 
of prairie hay annually. 
Tie Kansas crop 


alone averages from five to six million tons 
a year. FOP persistency in resisting drought 
and unfavorable conditions, no other crop 
can compare with the native grasses of the 
western prairies. However, one of the great, 
problems to be solved by western agricul- 
turists Is how to handle those grasses so 
that they may be successfully and econom- 
ically propagated. 


Grass is a soil protector, a soil renewer 


and a soil builder. Covering the land -with 
grass Is nature's way of restoring fertility 
to old, worn-out soil. True grasses do not 
add nitrogen to the soil, as do clover and 
alfalfa, yet they are nitrogen gatherers. They 
collect the nitrogen of the soil and storo 
It up In their roots, and by the decay of 
theso roots, humus Is formed. Thus grasses 
prevent the waste of nitrogen and other 
plant, food elements, protect tho soil and 
maintain^ Ua fertility and tilth. 
By their 


extensive and penetrating root systems many 
glasses tend to break up and to deepen the 
Boil, thus Improving Its texture and Increas- 
ing Its moisture holding capacity. Tho roots 


UMJ mineral jplant food in the deepec 


sub-sol! and store It in part, in the great 
fibrous root growth nearer ths surface. This 
causes an increase In the supply of available 
plant food in the soil for the use of more 
shallow rooting crops. 


When the prairie Is first broken, the soil 


Is mellow, moist and rich, producing abund- 
ant crops 
After a few years of continuous 


cultivation, the phjsical condition of the soil 
changes, the soil becomes finer g-iamed, 
more compact and heavier to hanndle. It 
dries out moie quickly than sod that Is 
newly broken, and often turns over In hard 
clods when plowed. This Is due to the de- 
cay of the grass roots and to the exhaustion 
of the soil humus 
The grass roots, which 


separated the soil particles and yet held 
them together, have decajed, and as a result 
the soil tends to run together and become 
•verj sticky when wet 
When such soil dries 


the adhesive character disappears almost 
entirely, and \vhen loosened by the plow or 
harrow, it easilj drifts or blows away 


The perfect tilth and freedom from clods 


so characteristic of virgin soils is more or 
less completely restored whenever land has 
been sown to grass for a sufficient length of 
time 
After the ground is covered with sod, 


washing and puddling of the soil by rain 
is prevented 
As tLe roots grow, the soil 


particles can be wedged apart and rear- 
ranged, and thus the mellow, open character 
of -virgin soil Is restored. At the same time, 
through the great growth of the roots, which 
form humus and accumulate mineral plant 
food, the soil Is made more fertile for suc- 
ceeding crops. 


The leguminous crops, such as clover and 


alfalfa, are not equal to grasses as soil pro- 
tectors, but are superior to grasses as soil 
fertilizers, since they Increase the total 
available supply of nitrogen in the soil. This 
is due to the action of bacteria, which are 
found on the roots of leguminous plants, and 
which take free nitrogen from the air In 
the soil and make It available for the use 
of plants 
Moreover, perennial legumes, 


such as clover and alfalfa, are very deep 
feeders and take a part of the mineral ele- 
ments of their food from the soil below the 
depth of the feeding ground of ordinary 
crops- 


A SOURCE OF PLANT FOOD 


BY C. W. COLVER,

'T'HERE has been so much consideration 
-*- 
given to the exhaustion of soils by 


such agents as cropping and drainage that 
the careful reader at once advances the 
question: Where does the soil get all the 
necessary elements for plant growth? 


The losses of plant food from any soil 


are, to a certain extent, offset by the plant 
foods that are returned to it In any one of 
a number of ways, the most Important of 
which are the application of fertilizers, both 
the commercial products and the ordinary 
barn jard manure, and the direct and indi- 
rect absorption of -very essential elements 
and compounds from the air 


Let us consider only the latter source and 


see v;hat plant food elements the air affords 
and just how they reach the soil In proper 
condition for assimilation by growing vege- 
tation. 


Although free nitrogen makes up about 


four-fifths of the atmosphere, it cannot be 
used in that state by growing plants 
In- 


dlrectlj, however, free nitrogen of the air 
can be made use of by legume plants, such 
as clover, alfalfa, peas, beans and vetch 
Strictlv speaking, these plants have no power 
tvithin themselves to assimilate free nitro- 
gen from the air. 
Owing, ho-wever. to cer- 


tain microscopic organisms living In tuber- 
cles or nodules on their roots, the free nitro- 
gen of the air is taken up and united with 
other elements to foim suitable plant foods, 
not only for the legume itself, but also for 
other plants that follow. 


The nitrogen, in the form of ammonia, 


nitrates and nitrites that Is always found 
in the air, finds its way to the soil with rain 
and snow, and also by direct absorption. 
Nluogen iii any of these forms is needed by 
and readily available for all growing plants 


Besides these elements the air always 


contains large quantities of free oxvgen and 
var>mg amounts of sulfates. chloiides, car- 
bon dioilde, and moisture. Like the nitrogen 
and Its compounds, these plant foods enter 
the soil -with tha precipitation. 


It Is needless to say that, with the excep- 


tion of free nitrogen and free oxygen, the 
total amount of plant food elements con- 
tained in the air at any one time is always 
extiemely small, but, on the other hand, it 
should DC clearly understood that it is by 
no means negligible. 


CARE OF MILK UTENSILS

'TtO THOROUGHLY clean milk utensils 
•*• 
they should first be rinsed with cold 


water to remove all particles of milk. Then 
they should be thoroughly scrubbed with a 
brush in warm water containing liberal 
quantities of good washing powder. 
After 


this they should be steamed or at least 
rinsed In boiling water. No wiping cloth of 
any kind should be allowed to come in con- 
tact with them after the scalding proce=i. 
Sunlight is one of the best disinfectants and 
-when possible all utensils should be given 
the benefit of good sunlight and pure air. 
The separator, of course, must also go 
through the same cleansing process. 
No 


one should place much confidence In any 
agent's claim of separators being able to 
wash themselves by simply running water 
through them. 
Such claims are not made 


bj men who have the dairymen's Interest at 
heart Washing a separator Is not a very 
difficult job if done soon after separating. 
The water for washing should be "warm, but 
not hot enough to cook the curd on any of 
the parts. If It is not convenient to wash 
the machine immediately after separating, 
the bowl can, at least be taken apart and 
Immersed In water. This will loosen all the 
curd and make washing comparatively easy. 
If the parts are scalded after washing and 
left in a sweet clean place to dry, no wiping 
•with a cloth will be necessary. 


The best milking pail is the one so con- 


structed that It will reduce to a minimum the 
amount of dirt falling into the milk durlni; 
the process of milking 
The small top pall 


may have some objections, but Its advan- 
tages are so evident that it Is rapidly being 
adopted by most of our prominent dairymen. 


All milk utensils should be heavily tinned 


and as free from aeaias as It Is possible to 
get them. All crevices and seams should be 
flushed full and smooth with solder. 
If 


palls of this kind cannot be purchased take 
them to a local tinner and have him fill up 
all crevices -with solder. Wooden pails read- 
ily absorb milk particles, making It almost 
impossible to keep them sweet and clean, i 
For this reason they should have no place 
In the dairy.

FLUSHING EWES 


BY W. J KENNEDY,

IB practice of "flushing" the eweg ia a 
good one. By "flushing" we mean put- 


ting the ewes on a ration that is highly nu- 
tritious and very palatable, for about three 
weeks previous to the time of mating In or- 
der that they may be rapidly gaining in 
flesh when bred. 
"Flushed" ewes not only 


produce more twin lambs, but are more likely 
to breed. Some say that twins are not de- 
sirable 
Experiments show that ewes suck- 


ling twins do not lose any more flesh than 
those with one lamb, and that twins make 
as rapid gains as singles. This ia an easy 
way to double the profits of the breeding 
flock. 


For "flushing" the ewes, a good clover or 


rape patch -will serve a useful 
purpose. 


Where these are not available a grain ration 
composed of equal parts by weight of bran, 
oats and corn, fed to the extent of one pound 
per day per ewe. In addition to the regu- 
lar pasture, will prove very helpful. During 
the winter months a variety or feed should 
be furnished. 
For roughage, clover, alfalfa 


or cow pea hay, along with some well-cured 
fodder or corn stover and a small allow- 
ance of either roots or corn silage, will give 
good results. 


Experiments in this country indicate that 


corn silage IB a useful feed. Silage should 
be fed in moderate amounts. From two to 
three pounds per h»ad per day would be am- 
ple. For concentrates a variety of feeds may 
be used. Corn should never form more than 
one-third of the grain ration. 
Oats, wheat 


bran, peai. and oilmeal are all useful feeds. 
Breeding ewes should be kept In good con- 
dition and given an abundance of exercise. 
When handled In this way good results are 
sure to follow.

WARBLES IN 
CATTLE 


TF YOU -will examine your milch cows at 
•*• this time of the year you will likely find 
some lumps or protuberances on the sides or 
along the back. When your cattle are out 
on a warm day they will be racing around 
the yard or rubbing tl^mselves against posts. 
These protuberances are warbles. We are 
not going to tell you how they got In there. 
You -would not believe us if we did; and we 
have wasted so much time trying t$ make 
you believe It, that we are not going to 
waste any more. 


The thing for you to do is to get rid of 


those warbles. You will find them on "the 
poorest cattle, although we have seen them 
on steers nearly ready for market The war- 
bles are not on the cattle because they are 
poor, but the cattle are poor because they 
have -warbles. 


How to get rid of them? Well, If there 


are not too many, the easiest way Is to take 
your thumbs and press on each side close 
up until they pop out and then put your foot 
on them. You will find over each warble a 
minute hole in the skin, through1 which it 
receives air. Fill up that hole with any thick 
oil, and thus smother the beggar. Some use 
sheep dip or other poisons. 


We are not particular about the method 


used, just so you get rid of them. If you 
do not, you will have warbles next year In all 
your cattle. Yon cannot afford to feed even 
40-cent corn to a lot of miserable -worms, 
and that is wljat you are doing just so long 
as there are warbles in your cattle.

IMPORTANCE OF THE FARMER

L ET every farmer appreciate the fact that 


agriculture is the mainspring which

What a 
pity that our rising generation of farm boys 
and girls are'not taught that the farmer owes 
allegiance to none— that he really is as no»le 
and Independent as a king on his throne!

B work in agriculture In the Fort 
Worth schools has been given only 


one year, and. of course, on the basis of such 
a limited time final conclusions as to the fu- 
ture possibilities of the work from a prac- 
tical educational standpoint can not be 
given, but certain facts which have devel- 
oped in the last year may serve as Indica- 
tions. 


The work given in the first half of this 


year consisted of the study of natural ob- 
jects, such a.a various Insects and plants 
having a connection with agriculture. The 
work of the second half of the year In- 
cluded the study of a textbook on agricul- 
ture and practical work at the school farm. 


Interest la of primary importance In an 


educational work, and the pupils have been 
encouraged throughout the year to indicate 
plainly what they have liked and what they 
have disliked about the work. 
They have 


very little use for the structure of living 
things except In so far as they can see the 
relation of structure to the life of the organ- 
ism, but they can always be interested in the 
life processes. They care very little for the 
Information in the text studied except when 
It is closely connected -with what they are 
doing in a practical way or with something 
about which they already know a little. This 
proves one of the theories of teaching: That 
all new knowledge should be referred to 
knowledge which ia already in the pupil's 
possession. The start should be made that 
in which the pupil is interested. The work 
at the farm was the most Interesting part 
of the work from the standpoint of most of 
the pupils, especially the boys In the first 
year of the high school. 


The farm contains four acres of land. 


Part of this was reserved for general work. 
The rest was divided among the pupils 
Each boy had for his individual use about 
1-27 of an acre. They were most interested 
In the patches set apart for their own use. 
They were so Interested in the farm work 
tha* I would frequently find an entire class 
at the farm very busy when the pupils Jn 
town were just ready to commence work. 


The breaking and harrowing of the land 


before planting was done by a man em- 
ployed by the school, but the balance of the 
work of preparing and planting was done by 
the boys and girls with hoes and rakes. 
Planting commenced about the middle of 
February. The pupils were allowed consid- 
erable freedom in deciding what to plant 
Some planted what the folks at home told 
them to plant; most of the boys planted 
what they thought they could get the most 
money out of. The result was the planting 
of every kind of truck that could be grown 
between the middle of February and June 1. 


From an educational viewpoint work in 


agriculture is beneficial in a number of way*.1 
It helps the pupil* physically, mentally and 
morally, besides developing their business 
abilities. 
Some parent* had their children 


take the work because Jt would enable 
them to spend part of their school time out 
of door*, four of the recitation periods In 
this work being in the class room, but one 
period was a half day at the farm. This! 
furnished a healthful outdoor exercise ano* 
much needed rest from confinement. 
The 


work has caused some of the boy* to gain a 
little business training, some who at the' 
first of the year could sell nothing nearlyj 
led their class before the end of the term.) 


But It Is from another phase of the workj 


that the greatest good 1. derived. The work; 
gives training in observation of fact*, class!'1 
fication of knowledge, deductive and induc- 
tive reasoning, making plans and executing 
purposes, all of which are of the greatest 
educational value.

SELLING EGGS BY WEIGHT * 
THE North Carolina experiment station* 


has published some interesting note* 


concerning the sale of egga by number or 
weight The eggs of a number of breeds o< 
hens and pullets were carefully weighed and 
their comparative value computed. 
Am * 


rule, the eggs of hens were larger than the 
eggs of pullets of the same breed*. 


The largest ergs of any breed of hen* 


were those of the Light Brahma*, theso 
weighing 28 ounces to the dozen. Eggs laid 
by Barred Plymouth Rocks and Black Lang- 
shans weighed a trifle more than • 28 ounce* 
per dozen. 
Brown Leghorn, late hatched 


Plymouth Rock. White Wyandotte and Buff 
Cochin eggs weighed from 21.7 to 2S.7 ounce* 
per dozen. 
The heaviest pullet egg* were 


those of Black Minorca, which weighed 28.5 
ounces per dozen. The lightest pullet egg* 
were laid by Single-Comb Brown Leghorn 
and Silver Wyandotta pullets, these weigh- 
ing 17.5 and 22.1 ounces respectively.' All 
these eggs were worth in the local market 
at the time the matter was being Investi- 
gated. 13 H cents a dozen. Taking the egga 
of the Single-Comb Brown Leghorn pullet* 
which were the lightest, as the basis of 
comparison, we can easily compute the value 
of those of the heavier weight. The Brown 
Leghorn eggs weighed 17.5 ounces per dozen 
and at 13% cents per dozen were worth al- 
most exactly 12 cents a pound. This would 
make the eggs from Brown Leghorns weigh' 
Ing 21.7 ounces per dozen worth 16.8 cents 
per dozen and those from Light Brahma 
hens worth 20.7 cents per dozen, or about 
60 per cent more than the price the market 
offered for them. 
The experiment did not 


cover comparative cost of product, etc.. and 
no conclusion was drawn as to the most 
profitable breed.
